FINANCIAL REVIEW. 


Montreal Witness—The week has 
been dull on the local stock exchange, 
On account of the continuation of the 
tightness of money, which has up to 
the present shown little sign of ease 
ment. It is expected, however, that 
this state of affairs cannot go on much 
longer, as the present outlook for ea 
jer money ts certainly more encour- 
aging than it was a month ago. The 
further reduction in the Bank of Eng- 
land rate wo four per cent. leads peo- 
ple who are well informed to antici- 
pate that events such as this cannot 
do otherwise than tend to create 
healthier feeling in financial circles 
Brokers are at a loss to account for 
the auction on the part of the banks 
in demanding what they would term 
excessive rates, when money in New 
York and London is becoming plenti- 
ful, and where bankers are offering 
funds at exceedingly low rates, as the 
following telegram from Wall street, 
received by a leading financial house 
in this city yesterday afternoon, will 
show: "The National City bank called 
up this morning and asked if we could 
borrow some money from them at two 
per cent. We only cite this to show 
how little demand there is and how 
the banks are pressing to get their 
money out. This is rather different 
from what it was a little while ago.” 
The money situation here must soon- 
er or later work towards ease, it 
will be impossible for tight money to 
prevail at this centre, when loanabie 
funds the world over are beginning 
to be offered at reasonavle rates, The 
apparent scarcity of money is having a 
deterring effect on the business of the 
stock exchange, brokers are more 
or less hampered in their efforts to 
tinance legitimate undertakings, 

The buying this week has been en 
an investment basis, and the market 
continues to offer very enticing bar- 
gains at quotations which in time will 
turn over handsome profits. Hardiy 
any change from the previous week in 
the price of the leading bond and 
stock issues is noticeable, Brokers 
ascribe this to the dullness of the mar- 
ket, The splendid undertone which 
was noticeable at the tutm of the new 
year continues, and it is evident that 
the outlook is for a more profitable 
business within the next few weeke 
This is certyin to be brought about by | 
the payment of t.cavy dividends dur-) 
ing rext month on the part of many 
ecompanivs and the anticipated inereas- 
es in the earnings of public corpora. 
tions. In this connection it may be 
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interesting to note that February divi- 
dends and interest disbursements in 
the United States will exceed, it ia 
aid, $70,000,000 Up to the present 
time the dividends declared upon 
etock outstanding of the various rail- 
ways, industrial and public utilities, 
corporations, banks and trust com- 
panies of New York, aggregate §$26,- 
800,000, as compared with $22,500,000 
paid during February, 1907, while the 
interest payable upon bonds by rail- 
ways, industrials, public service cor- 
porations, New York city and the Un- 
ited States povernment will aggregate 
$35,500,000, oa compared with $30,500, 
000 for the corresponding month last 
vear. The payment of such an enorm- 
ous sum of money to the stockholders 
will prove moat helpful and go a long 
way to etimulate trade, and put into 
circulation millions of dollars 

During the week several of our banks 
held their annual meetings, at which 
reports of the most satisfactory char- 
acter were presented to the sharehold- 
‘ra. The liquidation of the Sovereign 
bank, contrary to expectations, has 
caused little or no adverse comment, 
which must be accepted as a tribute 
to the confidence placed in our bank- 
ing institutions by the people of Can- 
ada Business in general throughout 
the Dominion is assuming greater ac- 
tivity, and reports to hand foretell an 
eatly resumption of spring and sum-4 
mer trade. Many of the larger indus- 
trial concerns of the country tell of an 
unprecedented rush of orders, while 
the railway and steamship companies 
ire preparing for one of their busiest 
seasons. It is pleas ing to be told by 
Mr. Alexander MeFee, ex- president 
of the Montreal board of trade, who 
haa just returned from an extended 
visit to the western provinces, that 
business there is exceptionally good, 
and that on every side the people of 
that part of Canada express implicit 
confidence in the future prosperity of 
the country.

Some slackness, of 
course, of the abnormal activities of 
the paet few years is more or less ob 
“lserved, Readjustment ulmost as 
sound eondition, 1 the clearing out 
reliable authorities, are generally ir 
inevitable in the mereantile markets 
as in the security markets, But trade 
and industry, according to the most 
of weak concerns and the moderate 
curtailment of production throughout 
the country will certainly eerve t& 
strengthen the industrial situation and 
establish a firmer base on which te 
make ready for renewed activity. The 
days of big profits are for the timeé 
and it is useless to expect their 
early return But when prices hay 
come down to a lower level, and the 
cost of production has been reduced 
it will be in order to anticipate a re 
vival of new enterprise and consider- 
able more employment for working 
men across the border.

EXPERIMENTING WITH OUR

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTHWEST 
HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces oxceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-steaded by any | 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
quarter section, of 160 acres, more or 
less. 

Application for homestead entry must 
be made in person by the applicant at 
1 Dominion Land Ageney or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, he made 
at any agreney on certain con | 
litions the father, mother, 
laughter, brother or sister of an intend-} 
ing homesteader, 

An application for 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
iflice may be wired to the Agent by the! 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli 
ant, and if the land applied fer is va- 
an receipt of the telegram such 
application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pa-| 
ers to complete Che transaction are re- 
eived by mail, 

In case of “personation” of fraud the} 
will forfeit all priority of} 
‘aim or if entry has been granted it} 
will be summarily concelled. | 

An application for concellation must | 
be made in person. The applicant must | 
be eligible for homestead entry and no 
ther application will be received from | 
in individual until that application has| 
Seen disposed of. | 

Where an entry is cancelled 
juent to institution for cancellation pro- 
eedings the applicant for cancellation | 
will be entitled to prior right of entry. ! 

Applicant for cancellation must state 
n what partienlars the homesteader is 
n default. 

A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approval of Department 
elinguish it in favour of father, mother,| 
ion, daughter, brother or sister if eligi- 
le, but to no one else, on filing declar-! 
ition of abandonment. | 

Duties.—A settler is required to per 
form the duties under one of the follow- 
ng plans: | 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon } 
ind cultivation of the land in each year 
luring the term of three years. E 

(2) A homesteader may, if he so de 
ires, perform the required residence du- 
ies by living on farming lund owned 
wlely by him, not less than eighty (80) 
wres in extent, in the vicinity of his 
lomestead, Joint ownership in land) 
vill not meet this requirement. ! 

(3) If the father (or mother, if the the | 
‘ather is deceased) of a homesteader has} 
vermanent residence on farming land | 
wned solely by him, not Jess than eighty 
80) acres in extent, in the vicinity of 
he homestead or upon a homestead en- 
‘ered for by him in the vicinity, such 
1omesteader may perform his own resi-| 
lence duties by living with the father 
or mother). 

(4) The term “vicinity” in the two 
receding paragraphs is defined as mean- 
ng not more than nine miles in a direct | 
ine, exclusive of the width of road al- 
<} in the measurement. 

(5) A homesteader intending to per- 
form his residence duties in accordance 
with the above while living with parents 
voon farming land owned by himself 
nust notify the Agent for the district!

message sent to congress today Presi 
dent Roosevelt replies to recent

“Much is said in these attacks upon 
the policy of the present administra- 
tion about the rights of innocent stock 
holders, The stock holder is not in- 
nocent who voluntarily purchases 
stock in a corporation whose methods 
and management he knows to be cor- 
rupt. And stock holders are bound to 
try to secure honest management o1 
else are stopped from complaining 
about the proceedings the government 
finds necessary in order to compel the 
corporation to obey the law. There 
has been in the past grave wrong done 
innocent stock holders by over cap- 
italization, stock watering, stock job- 
bing, stock manipulation. This we 
have sought to prevent, first, by ex- 
posing the thing done and punishing 
the offender when any existing law 
had been violated, second by recom- 
mending the passage of laws which 
would make unlawful similar practi- 
ces for the future. The public, men, 
lawyers and editors who loudly pro- 
claim their eympathy for the innocent 
stock holder when a great law-defying 
corporation is punished, are the first 
to protest with frantic vehemence 
against al! efforts by law to put # stop 
to the practices which are the real 
and ultimate sources of the damage 
alike to the stock holder and the pub- 
lic. The apologists of successful dis- 
honesty always disclaim against any 
effort to punish or prevent, on the 
ground that any such effort will un- 
settle business. It is they who by 
their acts have unsettled business and

Montreal, Feb. 3—A special London

THE HORSE WORLD. 


Already gossip about the likely stars 
of the Light harness turf of 1908 is be- 
ginning to find its way horse 
papers, and from all parts we hear of 
promising new performers, and old per- 


formers that are likely to reduce their 
records. Among the latter is the fifteen 
hand pony Kelly 2.10 that took his re- 
cord as a three year old in 1906, Last 
year he tas not raced, but now we 
learn that he was 2.05 pacer in Octo- 
ber, and promises to cut quite as dis- 
tinguished a figure in his five year old 
form, a when he came from the wilds 
v* Wiecensin as a three year old, and 
e, tered on such a creditable campaign. 

At a Christmas Day matinee at Los 
Ange'cs, Regale, a grandson of McKin- 
ney trotted a heat in 2.09, but was beaten 
in 2.00 1-4, 2.11 1-2, It was at this 
matinee a year ago that Sonoma Girl 
trotted so fast that all the Eastern 
horsemen began to talk about her; and 
considering the time of year, Regalo’s 
mile indicates that he is very promising 
Grand Circuit material. Naturally, he 
is being mentioned, Then there is 4 
yearling being educated by Will Evans 
the Lexington trainer and the greatest 
colt trainer on the turf that they sev 
ean fairly fly. Evans declares him to be 
the fastest he ever had anything to de 
with. Getting nearer home, it ‘s ssid 
that Maud Keawick, 2.03 3-4 the fastest 
mare ever bred in Canada, and a good 
performer in 1905, will be prepared tor 
the races, Last year she was orel to 
Direct Hal. Finally we hear of a pacer 
owned by Swartz of Wingham, Hal B., 
out of the dam of Darkey Hal, that can 
fly. We wish them all luck, 

The interesting subject of horse nom- 
enclature is revived by the New York 
Jockey Club authorizing the name Holy 
Mass for a two year old by Buck Massie, 
dam Holy Bird, Later the name was 
changed to Pinion, and the club has 
been criticized for letting the first name 
get on the books at all. No doubt 
Holy Mass was objectionable for very 
obvious reasons, but it did offer a clue 
to the breding of the filly, which Pinion 
does not do, unless we are smart enough 
to notice the connection between a bird 
and a pinion. Even then there is no 
hint at the sire, Very well named we 
consider a horse by J. J. Walsh, the To- 
ronto horseman, whose stable keeps on 
winning at Los Angehes. The colt is 
named Thunder Hill, and he is sired 
by Boanerges, dam Richmond Hill. 
Herve the name of both sire and dam is 
suggested, and the combination is easily 
pronounced, easily remembered, and 
makes sense. We might even go a step 
further and say it is a pretty name, too. 

When a name has all these qualities 
it is perfect. One of the greatest adepts 
at naming horses who ever lived was 
the late T. C. Pattesen, of Toronto. For 
years he named most of the Seagram and 
Hendrie horses, and any one can test 
his ability by recalling some of them. 
One that oceurs to mind, in consequence 
of the mare now being offered for sale is 
Stock Exchange, by Golden Badge, dam 
Uproar, It has been well said that a! 
badly named horse never won the Eng- 
lish Derby, and as a matter of fact in 
the Old Country they take more pains 
in naming the horses than we do here. 


\ 
The detestable practise of naming horses 
for men is an American one, and is an 
unsightly blot on the Standard breds 


into the 


particularly. It is hard to imagine more 
unmusical, or meaningless names than 
John A. McKerron, George Wilkes, An- 
gus Pointer, Nancy Hanks, Lou Dillon 
et al. 

In an effort to escape from such names 
Thomas W. Lawson went to the other 
extreme when he was breeding trotters 
a few years ago, and such names as 
Dreamer of Dreamwold were — inflicted 
on dumb brutes, that had no opportun- 
ity to protest. As a rule trotting horse- 
men have shown no better taste and in- 
genuity than the breeders of Holstein 
cattle, who delight in naming a bull Sir 
Jilie Johanna, and a cow Boutsje Q. Pet- 
erje De Kol. In animal nomenclature 
breeders of Greyhounds take the palin 
for the charming names they give their 
coursers, It is a great fashion among 
them to use double names, Here are & 
few recalled off-hand: Long Span, win- 
ner of the Waterloo Cup last year; Fab- 
ulous Fortune, one of the best ever slip- 
ped; Forgotten Vashion, Dividend De- 
ferred, Duly Despatched, Heirloom, Mas- 
ter McGraw, the best ever bred; Father 
Vlint, Mellor Moor, Thoughtless Beauty 
and Fleeing Footsteps. There is alliter- 
ative charm in most of these names and 
beauty in them all. 

It would be a tremendous triumph for 
Richard Croker if he could win the 
Derby next June, and an even greater 
Rhoda B. 
two years in suc- 
fact has never been per- 
mare, although there are 
two or three that have produced two 
winner, the last example being King 
Edward's mare Perdita, the dam of Per- 
simmon and Diamond Jubilee. In Rho- 
dora, Mr. Croker has a more than use- 
ful iily that, on 2-year-old form is quite 
worth a thought. She won the Dewhurst 
Plate, one of the best two-year-old races, 
beating some colts that subsequently 
beat White Eagle, one of the best out 
last year. White Eagle gave the filly 
12 pounds and a beating by a head in 
the National Breeders Produce Stakes. 
The filly seemed to be catching the colt 
too, and might have won in another 
twenty yards--and by the way how many 
horses would have won how many more 
races if they had only been twenty yards 
farther or twenty yards shorter, Rho- 
dora beat Vamose, and Vamose in turn 
beat White Eagle. The best three colts 
of the year were Sir Archibald, White 
Eagle and Prospector, and in any bets 
made up to the present time, they are 
the favorites. It is possible that Rho- 
dora will not start for the Derby, os 
fillies are not at their best that time of 
year; but she is almost certain to be a 
contender for the Oaks. Does any horse 
lover ever dream of the day when a 
Canadiun bred thoroughbred will ran 
for his country’s honor at Epsom New- 
market, Ascot or Doncaster’ Vrench, 
Austrion, Ameriacn, Australian and New 
Zealand horses have done so, and per- 
haps when we have another generation 
of Thoroughbred owners the dream may 
come true, 

The seareity of money has not pulled 
down the price of first class horses, A 
well known dealer spent several days
